U.S*  exports  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  totaled  $75.2  million  during 
calendar  19^,  22  percent  below  the  I966  total  of  $96.6  million  and  25  percent 
below  the  I96I-65  average.  Smaller  I96T  pack®  of  the  major  canned  fruit  items 
curtailed  available  supplies,  and  ccinned  fruit  exports  declined  to  $53.0 
million  the  lowest  level  in  recent  years.  Sharply  lc?wer  exports  of  canned 
asparagus  and  tomto  products  reduced  canned  vegetable  e^orts  to  $22.2  million, 
18  percent  below  the  I966  level  of  $27®  1 Mllion  and  22  percent  belcsw  average. 

Fruit  cocktail  was  again  the  leading  export  item  by  value  in  1967  despite  the 
16  percent  drop  in  shipo^nts  from  the  I966  level.  Of  the  total  2,736,000  cases 
shipped,  Canada  took  677,000,  and  the  United  Kingdom  606,000|  the  two  markets 
combined  accounted  for  kj  percent  of  the  shipments.  However,  both  bought  con- 
siderably less  cocktail  from  th©  U®S*  than  in  1^6®  Belgium- Luxesabourg  and 
West  Germany  were  other  important  markets,  but  sales  to  West  Germany  were  also 
off  sharply  from  the  year  before. 

Ca^ed  peach  exports  slid  even  further  into  second  place  as  sales  dropped  from 
$21.8  million  in  I966  to  only  $15.1  laillion  in  1967.  West  Germany  was  agg-Tti 
the  most  iaro^ant  peach  market  in  terms  of  volume  but  bought  less  than  half  as 
naich  as  in  I966,  By  value,  Canada  was  the  number  one  market  although  shipments 
were  also  down  substantially  from  a year  ago.  Belgium-Luxeaibourg,  the  Nether- 
lands, and  Sweden  were  other  important  outlets  for  U.S.  canned  peaches  in  I967. 
The  slus^  in  peach  exports  has  been  attributed  to  hl§^er  U.S.  prices  resulting 
from  short  supplies  and  heavier  military  procurement  and  to  increased  competi- 
tion from  subsidized  Australian  exports  to  continental  Europe.  This  cosspetl- 
tion  is  best  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  European  Economic  Community  as  a 
whole  accounted  for  only  k7  percent  of  total  U.S.  canned  peach  exports  in  1967 
colored  with  57  percent  the  year  before. 
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Canned  pineapple  was  the  third  most  valuable  export  in  the  group  in  I967,  worth 
$10 » 7 million.  This  is  the  lowest  level  of  pineapple  exports  in  6 years.  In- 
creasing competition  from  other  pineapple -producing  countries  is  mostly  respon- 
sible for  the  decline.  West  Germany  was  the  leading  market  in  1967  followed  by 
Canada,  Belgium- Luxembourg,  and  the  Netherlands.  The  top  four  accounted  for  63 
percent  of  the  total  volume. 

Canned  cherry  exports  continued  to  decline,  dropping  to  a ^4^-year  low  of  $1.3 
million  in  1967*  This  represented  a 21  percent  drop  from  the  1966  value.  How- 
ever, in  volume,  I967  sales  were  off  50  percent  from  the  year  before.  The 
greater  drop  in  volume  reflects  the  much  higher  export  prices  (and  correspond- 
ing shortage  of  supplies)  to  which  the  slump  in  exports  is  attributed. 

Canned  asparagus  exports,  which  hit  their  lowest  volume  in  several  years  in  I966, 
dropped  sharply  again  in  1967*  In  spite  of  this,  asparagus  was  still  the  export 
value  leader  among  canned  vegetables  in  1967*  Both  higher  U.Sr.  production  costs 
and  increased  foreign  competition  were  responsible  for  the  decline. 

Total  U.S.  exports  of  fruit,  tree  nuts,  and  vegetables  (fresh  and  processed) 
amounted  to  $460.7  million  in  1967*  This  value  was  2 percent  below  the  I966 
level  of  $469.5  Mllion  but  the  second  highest  on  record.  Ceumed  fruits  made 
up  only  12  percent  of  the  total  coipared  with  I5  percent  in  I966,  and  canned 
vegetables  accounted  for  5 percent  compared  with  6 percent  a year  earlier.  The 
remaining  83  percent  of  the  19^7  total  was  made  up  as  follows:  fresh  fruits 

and  vegetables,  49  percent | dried  fruit,  11  percent;  tree  nuts,  5 percent;  and 
other  items,  I8  percent.
